The opium poppy can be grown 
in almost every district in China| 
from the Burma frontier to| 
Siberia and from the coast to 
the Pamirs. Everywhere, in 
every one of these districts, it 
pays the farmer better than any) 











other crop and, in every district! 
there are smokers wealthy 
enough to make smuggling 


worth while no matter how dan- 
gerous it is nor how much it 
costs. For the same reasons 
both the cultivation of the poppy 
‘and the traffie in opium can be 
made to yield a bigger steady 
revenue to local officials than 
Jany other forms of commerce or| 
agriculture. Opium is, there-| 
fore, as sore a temptation to all 
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[classes of merchants, farmet 
and officials, as it is to the hal 
itual smoker; and its complete 
suppression in any part of China, 
is dependent upon highly or- 
ganized, responsible government, 
jwith complete subordination of 
levery military commander to the 
central civil authority. All the 
conditions with which we have 
become painfully familiar in 
China during recent years have 
been increasingly unfavourable 
to effectiv> opium control. Civil 
war over the whole face of the 
fand has brought forth a great 
ferop of independent military 
commanders desperately in need. 
of larger and larger sums of 
ready money, The decentral- 
ization of the armies and the 
break-lown of discipline en= 
couraged each little chief to 
pay himself and his men by ix 
eonsing opium cultivation and 
trafic, Frontier chiefs kept 
their armies going by patroniz- 
ing the smugglers on every 
border; and travelling soldiers, 
lalways above the law and en- 























joying cheap transport, have 
‘become the carriers in’ almost 
levery province. 

It took China ten years—from 





1907 to 1917—to reduce opium 
cultivation to a negligible figure 
fand to satisfy Great Britain 
fwhen the ban was put upon, the 
‘indian trade with China, that it 
‘was permanently suppressed. In 
the past ten years, however, the 
breakdown of government ‘and 
‘the rise of the military adyen- 
turers have enabled China to 
nullify a remarkable achieve 
ment and to reaequire the un- 
lenviable reputation of being the 
biggest producer and consumer 
fof opium in the world. Tt is a 
situation that no Chinese of any 
class is proud of nor rejoices in 
—even though it is a standing 
violation of an Anglo-Chin 
agreement. We do not believe 
that there is any Chinese admin- 
istration that would not put 
an end to it if it could, but we 
[do not believe either that there 
is any administration which, 
this moment, could do it effectu- 
ally. What the Nationalists now 
propore to do is, after all, an 
fessential first step in supp 
sion, if it is to be undertaken 
in good faith. Several years 
ago Sir Francis Aglen, Inspect- 
lor-General of Customs, who 
knew ag well as any foreigner 
in China how the Chinese were 
going back on their agreement, 
frankly recognized that — whi 
the traffic remained an illicit, 
subterranean traffic, there was 
no way of checking it and. he 
shocked many good folk by ad- 
vocating that it again be legal- 
ized with a view to controlling 
it, ‘ 
We realize that any such 
scheme is a compromise with a 
-e that has done China infinite 
harm, and that it is a comprom- 
ise with ‘treaty violation which 
no foreigner ought to endor 
fat this juncture. We are by no 
means sure that the inventors of 
the scheme are entering upon it 
in good faith and still less con- 
vinced that they can get enough 
lof the traffic out of the hands of 
individual militarists to make it 
worth their while in the first 
instance or to enter upon a 
course of gradual suppression in 
the second. All one can ven- 
ture to say is that it is a plan 
which could be made to work 
and that if China ever again 
gets back to the position she 
was in ten years ago, when. her 
only opium supply came from 
smugglers on the frontiers, it 
[will probably be done through 
an official monopoly and grad) 
ly increased taxation, It is cer- 
tainly not a plan that can, be 
expected, to succeed at once, 
whatever comes of it in the long: 
run, and the first obvious result 
fof it will be the adoption “of 
some similar device for raising 
money from licensed opium in 
levery part of China, The pub-

THE WHEREABOUTS OF 
MR, RILEY 


Sept. 16, 

Honan, with communications 
interrupted on all lines, is a 
long way from Shanghai, so it 
is virtually impossible to say 
whether one ought or ought not 
to believe Marshal Feng  Yu- 
hhsiang when he says, as reported 
ina telegram on Wednesday, that 





-|he has been unable to discover 


the whereabouts of Mr. F, B. 
Riley, the “Times” correspond- 
ent who disappeared from Cheng- 
chow nearly two months ago. Of 


one thing any person who has 
travelled in the interlor—and 
jthis includes all Chinese—can 


be reasonably certain, and that 

that Marshal Feng’ cannot be 
ignorant of Mr. Riley's fate if he 
is still alive. A tall man, ob- 
viously a foreigner, and speaking 
no Chinese, could not possibly 
disappear, voluntarily or invol- 








of his movements or whereabouts 
reaching Chinese official ears, 
We know of persons who have 
tried it, persons equipped with a 
native's fluency in the language 
and with suitable complexion, 
wardrobe, knowledge of Chinese 
habits and the connivance of 
‘ants—and who have failed 
ignominiously. 

Chinese curiosity exceeds the 
bounds of. all normal human in- 
terest in persons and things; 
in every Chineso village there 
are scores of people with nothing 
to do but satisfy that curiosity 
and watch for hours, with the 
minutest attention, the move- 
ments, gestures, and words of a 
stranger. It is, moreover, 
sumed ‘that any person who at- 
tempts to shield himself from 
this inspection, which is not 
ment to be unfriendly, has some- 
thing to hide, or is in some way 
abnormal.” Many years ago an 
acute observer of Chinese habits 
vemarked that the essence of 
greatness in this country is be

what happened. Tt is 80 hard 
to do anything in China, in day- 
light, without witnesses. ‘The 
most trifling event in the midst 
of a seemingly abandoned wil 
erness seems to summon a silent 
gaping audience out of the 
empty air. Yet it ean be done, 
even in the case of a foreigner, 
ag several Mission societies and 
old magistrates who distractedly| 
exhausted every official resource 
can testify. In such cases the| 
assumption usually is that the 
missing man died suddenly of 
natural causes, or was killed by’ 
accident, or in the heat of a dis- 
pute and that the natives In- 
volvec being the only witnes:

A BANDIT RAID IN ANHUI 





‘Thirty-six Men and ‘Two Boys) 
Hold up City of 10,000 People

Chengyangkuan has had its 
bandit experience; a very mild at- 
tack, however, as compared with 


what other cities have suffered in 
the not remote past. About the 
middle of the month all the soldiers 
were withdrawn from this ity to 
Linanchow and Luchowfu, in con- 
sequence of the fall of Pengpa to 
‘the Northern forces. Thus the place 
was left for the time without any 
‘deténce whatever. A campany of 
‘about 100 soldiers arrived after a 
day or two, in retreat from Peng- 
pu, but they contributed nothing. to 
the. defence of the city. On.Friday, 
the. 19th instant, the citizens were 
ina state of alarm, keowing that| 
a thandit atiatk wos imminent. 
‘About 10.30 p.m. we were-disturbed, 











by a fierce sounding discharge of 
firearms, including what -sounded 
like an automatic rifle. The sound, 
which was kept up, moved our way 
‘and was soon just outside “of -our 
premises. Twice we thought our, 
front door was being attacked, but’ 
it proved to be in the sfirst ease-the 
door of the hotel almost opposite,

east, Our door was not attacked. 
In the telegraph office they smash- 
fed the intruments and gathered up 
the best clothes of the operators. 


Booty of $10,000 

‘The bandits consisted of 36 men 
and two boys in their early ‘teens. 
‘These held up the city of 30,000 
inhabitants at their pleasure. They 
left on Saturday afternoon, the 
20th instant, with $10,000 that the 
city had given them, and about the 
same value in good’ that they had 
stulen; or rather, had openly taken 
ty force.

When-| 
fever an outbreak of contagious 
disease occurs, he sald, every pos 
sible publicity accompanies the| 
measures taken to eradicate it, and|

He pointed 
‘out that, in Japan, on the contrary, 
whenever there is an outbreak of 
endemig: disease, publicity is co:

Pills to Prevent Cholera 

The discovery by a Russian 
physician, Dr. Bessedka, attached to 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris, of a 
new method of preventing cholerd, 
was revealed yesterday by Dy. S. I. 
Furstenberg, of Shanghai. This is 
Ja. new method of preventive treat 
ment against not only cholera, but 








also typhoid and dysentery. It con- 
sists of taking certain pills three 
days in succession and, without 


harmful reaction or further ineon- 
venience, the human system 
rendered immune against these dis- 
‘eases. The pills are not the same, 
but differ, according to the disease 
‘against which the antidote is pre- 
scribed, 

Dr. Furstenberg declared that the 
new method was as effective as the 
injection antidote system, but was 
much more simple and ‘had less 
harniful after-effects, The substance 
and process used is known as the 
“Bili Vaccine,” because of the use of 
certain elements of bile in its com 
position. Dr. Furstenberg told press 
representatives that the preseription 
could be made up by any qualified 
chemist and could be taken any- 
where, One or two pills, taken for 
three ‘consceutive da; 
Patient immune for a year. 
pressed surprise that the medical 
faculty in Japan did not know of 
this new Lreatment, which was dis- 
covered two or three years ago, 

In reply to a question regarding 
the alleged prevalence of Cholera in 
China and the fears of the Japanese 
authorities that the plague might 
spread to this country, Dr, Fursten- 
berg declared that, in’ so far as

A ceremony which has the pre- 
cedent of many years behind it was 
eracted on board the American 
flagship Pittsburgh last Friday morn- 
ing at 10 o'cleck, when Admiral

Officers and crew of the USS. 
Pictsburgh were up and aft shortly: 
before 10 am. with the ship's 
officers lined up on the starboard 
side of the quarter deck of the ship, 
tenjor officers -being aft. Admiral 
Williams’ staff formed a single-rank 
jevast them, and Admiral Bristol's 
staff were still further aft lined up 
fn the same way.

In some cases ” the 
duties have keen increased 600 per 
cent. whereas, under the new trade 
convention recently arranged be 
tween France and Germany, Ger- 
many obtaing minimum rates in 
numerous instances. 

Tt is fully expected that a tem- 
porary agreement will be reached to| 
enable American trade in France to 
[continue until a new treaty has been 
signed. 

‘A semi-official statement says that 
the French Government is ready to 
negotiate a commercial treaty be-| 
tween France and America, Mean- 
while the Government recognizes 
that the changes in the tariff are 
heavy on certain American imports 
and the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
is Investigating the matter to see if 
it is not possible to mitigate this 
ffect.—Reuter.

A deep blue bowl, comparatively’ 
shallow and with straight sides, is 
admirable for the purpose. | It 
should be filled with the fibre sold 
for bulb growing, together with a 
iberal sprinkling of sand. Arrange 
it at irregular levels to give the 
necessary ups and downs to the 
surface of the scene, and at one side 
of the bow! leave a small portion of 
the base uncovered. Over this place 
@ piece of mirror to represent a 
ool of water. The undulating fibre 
‘must, then be planted with fresh 
green moss, and with tiny cactus 
plants that ‘may be bought at any 
florist’s shop. Tiny trees, which can 
also be procured from ‘the same 
‘source, should be artistically group- 
‘ed in the bowl. Placed high up on 
the “hillsides,” for instance, they 
look very attractive. 

The little china furnishings and 
‘ornaments necessary to complete the 
garden are to be obtained very 
cheaply at the florists. A small 
house may be perched upon the 
“hill,” with the moss flattened out 
in front for a group of china people, 
apparently in serious conversation, 
A little fisherman, complete with rod 
and line, may stand beside the lake, 
and a kingfisher, hungry and ex: 
pectant, ean be placed on a branch. 

Even the outlay on trees can be 
avoided if desired, for tree twigs 
from the garden make excellent 
substitutes. They will not, of 
course, actually grow in the bowl, 
but such cuttings last for some time 
‘when stuck into the moist sand, and 
is a simple matter to renew then 
from time to time. 

Keeping such a garden in order is, 
morely a matter of careful watering, 
‘The bowl could be placed out of 
doors in very gentle rain, but other- 
wise it is better to collect rainwater’ 
with a vessel, and then spray the 
garden with a small syringe fitted 
with a fine rose—H. B.
